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Woman Fires Shot At President 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 45-year-old woman 


fired a shot at President Ford Monday, but the 
President escaped unharmed in the second 
assassination attempt against him in 17 days. Police 
said they had picked her up with a gun the day 
before and she was questioned by the Secret Ser- 
vice which had her on a "questionable list." 


A woman identified as Sarah Jane Moore was im- 


mediately wrestled to the ground and arrested. She 
was later arraigned on a charge of attempting to 
kill the President and ordered held on 1500,000 
bail 


An affidavit signed by FBI Agent Parks H. Stearn 


Jr submitted to the court said that after being ad- 
vised of certain constitutional rights Miss Moore 
admitted to another agent "that she did, in fact, 
fire the shot in question, that she had purchased 
the seized revolver this date, and she had observed 
Ford coming out of the St. Francis Hotel, and was 
surprised that she had so much time." 


The White House said the President was not 


wearing the bullet-proof vest he wore in New 
Hampshire in his first public outing after an 
attempt on his life by a follower of Charles Manson 
in Sacramento. 


The White House also said there was no change 


in the President's plans to visit the Midwest early 
next month but that he had not decided whether to 
accept an invitation by California Republicans to 
address two fund-raising events there late next 
month. 


Ford was emerging from the St. Francis Hotel in 


midafternoon when the shot rang out from a crowd 
of onlookers San Francisco police said the gun was 
deflected by a spectator. 


Police said Mrs Moore was about 35 to 40 feet 


away from Ford when she fired. They said she was 
an activist in a number of leftist causes in the Bay 
Area, including a massive food giveaway last year 
intended to help secure the release of kidnaped 
heiress Patricia Hearst. 


When the shot was fired, the cheers of the crowd 


turned suddenly to screams Ford and a circle of 
Secret Service agents around him looked across the 
roof of his limousine in the direction of the shots. 


They then crouched down as the agents rushed 
Ford into the car. 


At the airport, Ford appeared shaken and pale as 


he shook hands with the escort policemen before 
boarding Air Force One. But White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen reported from the plane 
about an hour later — "In a word, he is relaxed." 


The President's wife, Betty, was waiting for him 


at the airport. Nessen said she, too, appeared 
relaxed. 


On his arrival at the White House, Ford com- 


mented on the second attempt on his life and stated 
that "under no circumstances will I capitulate." He 
said he would continue to mingle with the people. 


Ford, his wife at his side, said he was glad to be 


safely home at the White House. Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller and Mrs. Rockefeller 
greeted the Fords on their return 


The San Francisco incident led to calls in 


Congress for a change in Ford's style of cam- 
paigning and meeting the people. But the 
President's words indicated he would continue 


Police said an alert spectator, Oliver Sipple, a 33- 


year-old ex-Marine from San Francisco, was 
responsible for striking the gun just as it fired. The 
bullet ricocheted and struck another onlooker, in- 
juring him slightly. 


A police officer, Tim Hettrich, then seized the 


cylinder of the .38-calibre revolver, preventing it 
from discharging a second time. "It was probably 
the most frightening thing that ever happened to 
me," Hettrich, 26, recalled later. 


"I was approximately five feet away — five or 


seven feet away — from a woman who brought her 
right arm up and extended it, and as she did so I 
observed a chrome-plated revolver in her right 
hand," he said. "She fired a shot in the vicinity, in 
the direction of the President. 


"At this time an ex-marine who is retired on a 


100 per cent disability by the name of Oliver Sipple 
forced her arm down after the shot was fired " 


After the gunshot rang out, police bulled their 


way into the crowd and grabbed the woman. 


carrying her bodily into the hotel. 


Dressed in a dark blue raincoat, her head bowed, 


Mrs. Moore was taken from police headquarters 
about four hours after the incident and transferred 
to the federal building,here for arraignment., 


Police said Mrs. Moore was born in Charleston, 


Va., and lived in the city's primarily residential 
Mission District. 


The Secret Service agent in charge in San Fran- 


cisco, Kenneth D. lacovoni, confirmed that Mrs. 
Moore had been jointly interviewed Sunday by 
Secret Service repesentatives and police after a gun 
was taken away from her. She was charged with il- 
legal possession of a weapon and released, police 
said. 


The wounded specator was identified as John M. 


Ludawig, a 4]-year-old San Francisco cab driver. 
He was treated at a local hospital for a superficial 
groin injury and released 


An official of the Delancey Street Foundation, 


which helped administer the $2 million People in 
Need program, said a Sarah Moore had worked in 
its office as a bookkeeper. 


Earlier in the day, just seven minutes before 


Ford was to begin his first of two addresses at 
downtown hotels, a young man identified as 
Ronald Carlo, 24, of San Francisco, was taken into 
custody and booked on suspicion of threatening the 
life of the President. 


Agents said Carlo had attempted to deliver a 


threatening note to an employe of the St. Francis 
Hotel, a short distance from the Hyatt and the se- 
cond stop on Ford's one-day visit to the city. 


Carlo first approached a cashier at the St. Fran- 


cis with a vaguely worded, hand-printed note that 
contained a threat on the President's life, said 
White House Press Secretary Bill Greener 


When the cashier went to summon aid, the man 


left. Greener said. He later approached a doorman 
at the hotel and made a threatening comment, 
Greener said. The doorman reported the threat to 
Secret Service agents and the man was ap- 
prehended in Union Square.

On Sept. 8,12- 
year-old Jacob Surber's body 
was found in a dirt drainage

An autopsy on the Simpson 


youth's body revealed that he 
died of "several" stab wounds to 
the chest. Lahners said. 
Investigators were not able to 
determine the cause, time or 
place of the Surber boy's death 


The boxcar m which the body 


was found was parked from Aug 
29 to Sept. 3 on a siding four 
blocks from the spot where the 
Surber boy's body was found. 
Lahners said. 


The car then went to Omaha, 


where repair work was done on 
the outside of the car. It was 
returned to Lincoln last week 
and apparently taken to Gooch's 
over the weekend.

Death Brings Parents Of Victims Together

Life brought together young Jon Simpson, 


13, and Jacob Surber, 12. 


Death brought their parents together 


Monday 


"We came over because we wanted to see 


what we could do," Mrs. Carol Surber said in 
the silence of, the Harding Simpson living 
room. 


Weeks of terrible uncertainty had ended 


for the Simpsons a few hours before when the 
body of their son was found in a railroad 
boxcar. 


Knew The Feeling 


The Surbers knew what the Simpsons 


were going through. Two weeks ago they went 
through the same anguish when the body of 


their son was found in a dirt drainage ditch 
near the State Fairgrounds. 


Since then the Simpsons have waited in 


fear 


The two boys had been constant com- 


panions. On Aug. 30, the last day they were 
seen alive, a relative had dropped them off to 
visit the State Fair together. 


'A Nightmare' 


"It's been a nightmare," Harding Simp- 


son said. 


"Not too much sleeping. Not too much 


eating." 


Every day police called the couple. 


Sometimes Simpson went to the police station 
to talk to the detectives in person. 


Until Monday the police had nothing new. 
"We just didn't know what to expect. We 


just hoped for the best," Mrs. Simpson said. 


Neither couple returned to work for two 


weeks after the Surber boy was found. 


'Just So Nervous' 


"I was just so nervous. I've never had 


anything bother me like that before," Simpson 
said 


"We kind of worked before they found the 


Surber boy to kind of keep our minds off it," 
he said. "But we've been home ever since." 


Monday, however, Mrs. Simpson decided 


to return to work at the Rainbo Bread bakery. 
It was there that sheriff's deputies brought her 
the news. 


Harding Simpson stayed home once more. 


'Something Told Him' 


"Something told him not to go," Mrs. 


Simpson said. 


Deputies found Simpson at a restaurant 


having coffee. They picked up the couple's 
eldest daughter, Lois, 21, at work. 


Mrs. Simpson sent deputies to get her 


twin son and daughter, Denise and Dennms, 
aged 11, from Prescott School. 


The family assembled in the living room 


to absorb their loss together. 


And Mr. and Mrs. Larry Surber were also 


there. 


Words Can't Tell It 


"I don't believe words could tell it," Har- 


ding Simpson said of the ordeal. "You'd have 
to go through it to-know what it was." 


"The only ones that really know are Mr. 


and Mrs. Surber," he said, glancing at the 
silent couple beside him on the couch.

Detectives wearing blue 


coveralls, gas masks and plastic 
gloves entered the car They 
spent several hours inside 
studying the scene and taking 
photographs before the body 
was lifted out in a brown rubber 
sack smeared with flour from 
the inside walls of the car.

Patrol mobile crime laboratory, 
coroner's physician Dr George 
Gammel and sheriff's deputies 
were also called to tie railroad 
siding on the east side of 
Gooch's Mill 


Clothed Except Shirt 


Lahners said the body was 


clothed except for a tank-top 
shirt found nearby in the boxcar. 


He said the prlirmnary autopsy 


report showed the youth had 
been dead a "considerable 
length of time," perhaps since 
Aug. 30, the day the two boys 
disappeared. 


He said doctors were unable to 


determine if the youth was 
sexually assaulted. Investigators 
have speculated that sex may 
have been a motive in the case. 


Lahners refused to reveal the 


exact number of times the youth 
had been stabbed, telling 
reporters that information was 
"an integral part of the in- 
vestigation. It's value would be 
rendered useless if I gave it." 


Lahners said investigation had 


not yet revealed whether Simp- 
son was dead when he entered 
the car 


Car Examined Closely 


Detectives were searching the 


outside of the car for traces of 
blood Its exterior was too 
rough. Lahners said, to try to ob- 
tain fingerprints. 


Lahners said the boxcar, 


dubbed a "hopper" because its 
bottom was divided into funnel- 
like hoppers for emptying, could 
have been entered by someone 
with no special knowledge of 
railroad cars 


The manhole-like hatch covers 


at the top of the car are secured 
by three lathes screwed tight by 
handles shaped like disks. The 
hatches at the bottom of the car 
are small and bolted shut. 


Lahners said detectives once 


again will search the area where 
the boxcar was parked from 
Aug. 29 to Sept. 3. although he 
described the area as having 
been well covered. 


The murder weapon, which 


Lahners said could have been 
any sharp instrument, has not 
been found. 


The boxcar was parked about 


four blocks east of the drainage 
ditch alongside the Burlington 
Northern railroad tracks where 
the Surber boy's body was 
found. 


Although the streets do not 


cross the tracks, Surber's body 
was found at about 16th and the 
boxcar was located at about 
20th, Lahners said. 


Because both youths dis- 


appeared together, because of 
the closeness of the Surber boy 
and the boxcar and because 
Simpson's death has been es- 
tablished as a homicide, Lahners 
said "it would be my feeling that 
we have a double homicide." 


Howling Fury Of Eloise 
Rakes Gulf Coast Area 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) - Hurricane 


Eloise, building its winds to a screaming 
fury, raked a four-state area of the Gulf 
Coast with torrential rains and pounding 
seas Monday night. 


The hurricane's highest winds grew to 


115 miles an hour and were expected to 
strengthen as it bore down on a 150-mile- 
long crescent-shaped stretch of Gulf of 
Mexico coastal lands. 


At 9 p.m. CDT, Eloise was about 200 


miles south-southwest of Pensacola near 
latitude 27.7 north, longitude 89.0 west. 


Eloise, which already had claimed 42 


lives on two Caribbean islands, began the 
day as a tropical storm, was ^classified 
as a hurricane at midmorning and kept in- 
tensifying through the day. 


Gales swept the shore well in advance 


of the hurricane's center, which began 
veering early in the evening from its 
north ward course to a more northeasterly 
direction. 


Residents, given about 12 hours of 


daylight to prepare, hurriedly battened 
dovn their homes and bMlnssm and 


evacuated threatened islands, beaches, 
bays and bayous. 


Forecasters warned of tides that could 


rise eight feet above normal, enough to 
inundate low-lying coastal lands. And 
there was the added danger of flooding 
from an anticipated 5 to 10 inches of rain. 


Hours after red and black hurricane 


warning flags were hoisted from Grand 
Isle, La., 350 miles eastward to 
Apalachicola, Fla., forecasters warned of 
still another possible serious threat—tor- 
nadoes. 


Eloise was a killer last week when it 


lashed into Puerto Rico and the 
Dominican Republic, leaving 42 dead and 
thousands homeless. It weakened over 
Cuba's mountains and sloshed into 
Mexico's Yucatan peninsula over the 
weekend as a relatively mild tropical 
storm. 


Tropical storms carry winds of at least 


39 m.p<h. They are classified as 
hurricanes when winds reach 74 m.p.h. 
Eloise woo that ^classification at 7 a.m.

• Unless the county attorney's 
office can come up with more 
concrete evidence within 15 
days, the murder charge against 
Wesley H. Peery will be dis- 
missed, Judge Samuel Van Pelt 
ruled Monday. 


Peery was charged with first 


degree murder in connection 
with the June 6 shooting death 
of Havelock Coin Shop operator 
Mrs. Marianne Mitzner. 


The 50-year-old Peery 


appeared in County Court July 
17 for a preliminary hearing on 
the murder charge, and Judge 
Jeffre Cheuvront ruled that 
there was sufficient evidence 
showing that Peery had 
"probably" committed the 
murder (probable cause). 


Van Pelt reversed that lower 


court's probable cause decision, 
stating "there is not probable 
cause to believe that the defen- 
dant committed UM crimes 
charged." 


However, Van Pelt also ruled 


that there is a "strong 
possibility" that Peery com- 
mitted the crime, and gave the 
prosecution 15 days to file new 
information hi the case. 


If no new information is filed, 


the charges against Peery will be 
dismissed, the judge ruled. 


"The state is not through with 


the Peery case," said County At- 
ty. Ron Lahners late Monday 
afternoon. His office is looking 
into the possibility of appealing 
Van Pelt's decision or filing a 
new murder charge against 
Peery. 


The major pieces of evidence 


presented 
during 
the 


preliminary hearing are not 
strong enough to show that 
Peery "probably" committed 
the murder, but do show that he 
"possibly" did, according to the 
ruling. 


The evidence included a rag, 


coins, and Peery's presence in 
the Havelock ant tot monlog 
of titt mivte. 


The rag was identified as the 


kind used in the maintenance 
department boiler room at 
Nebraska Wesleyan University, 
where Peery was employed. 


Testimony showed that the 


coins were "similar to" certain 
coins missing from the coin shop 
after the murder. The defendant 
was also placed one block away 
from the coin shop one-half hour 
or more before the time of 
death 


A 36-year-old acquaintance of 


Peery has also been questioned 
about the murder of Mrs. 
Mitzner, Lahners verified. But 
the man, who also worked as a 
Wesleyan maintenance man at 
the time of the shooting, was not 
connected with the shooting 
itself, Lahners said. 


"We haven't closed the case, 


or ruled out that this man might 
have had some connection with 
the case," Lahnen added.

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Department Investigates 
Destruction Of Letter 


Washington - The Justice 


Department has begun a 
criminal investigation of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
destruction of a threatening 
letter delivered by Lee Harvey 
Oswald to the Dallas office of 
the FBI shortly before the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy. 


The investigation, which is 


being conducted by lawyers in 
the department's criminal divi- 
sion, is said by authoritative 
sources to be focusing on 
"conflicting statements" given 
by present and former FBI 
agents and officials about then- 
roles in — or knowledge of — 
the decision to destroy the letter 
following Kennedy's murder 
Nov. 22, 1963. 


The letter in question 


reportedly contained a threat by 
Oswald, the accused assassin of 
the late president, to "blow up" 
a Dallas police station unless the 
FBI ceased its efforts to locate 
and interview him in Dallas and 
what he described as its harass- 
ment of his Russian-born wife, 
Marina. 


According to several sources 


familiar with the results of a 
recently ordered administrative 
inquiry by the FBI into the inci- 
dent, the Oswald letter made no 
mention of any intention on his 
part to commit a murder, or of 
any animosity toward Kennedy. 


The FBI's efforts to seek 


Oswald in the days before the 


assassination were prompted by 
its suspicion that, as a defector 
who had taken up residence in 
the Soviet Union, renounced his 
American citizenship and then 
returned to the United States 
married to a Russian native, his 
activities might prove to be of 
some security interest. 


The threatening letter was 


delivered by Oswald to the FBI's 
Dallas field office in early 
November 1963, after a special 
agent there, James P. Hosty Jr., 
had made two visits to a home 
where Oswald's wife, Marina, 
was staying with a friend. 


Despite the threatening 


language, the letter reportedly 
evoked no extraordinary effort 
on the part of the Dallas FBI of- 
fice to locate Oswald, who had 
left the letter with an office 
receptionist in Hosty's name and 
then departed before it could be 
delivered. 


The letter, the sources said, 


was simply made a part of 
Oswald's file. Hosty continued 
his efforts to locate Oswald, a 
former Marine rifleman, but 
they proved unavailing up to the 
time Kennedy was shot and 
killed while riding in a motor- 
cade on a Dallas street. 


Within days of the Kennedy 


assassination, sources said, the 
Oswald letter was removed from 
the file and destroyed. The chain 
of events that led to that destruc- 
tion are the focus of the ad- 
ministrative inquiry now un- 
derway within the FBI. 


It is in that connection that the 


U.S. Grain Sales 
To Poland Halted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Further U.S. grain sales to 
Poland have been suspended un- 
til a new long-term agreement 
can be worked out with the 
Soviet Union, informed sources 
said Monday. 


A trade source indicated that 


other Eastern European coun- 
tries, including East Germany, 
also may be involved in the new 
embargo. 


Officials at the State Depart- 


ment either said they were un- 
aware of the suspension or 
declined to comment. 


At the Agriculture Depart- 


ment, a spokesman said the 
suspension report was true "but 
you'll have to go to State" for 
further details. 


Another USDA source, who 


asked not to be identified, said 


the Polish suspension order was 
handled entirely by the State 
Department. 


Two weeks ago President 


Ford announced that a suspen- 
sion of U.S. grain sales to Russia 
would continue until mid- 
October. 


Crops have been short in much 


of Eastern Europe this year, in- 
cluding Poland and other coun- 
tries which usually rely heavily 
on Russia for grain. With the 
Soviet supply reduced, those 
countries have turned to the U.S. 
market. 


Sales to Eastern Europe — 


Poland, Romania and East Ger- 
many — totaled about 4.5 
million tons by September, in- 
cluding both wheat and corn to 
be supplied in the 1975-76 year. 


"conflicting statements" about 
the responsibility for destroying 
the letter reportedly nave been 
made to FBI investigators by 
present or former bureau per- 
sonnel. 


The Justice Department and 


the FBI have both declined to 
comment on the inquiry or the 
investigation.

Monday to be distressed over the 
letter incident, which until a few 
weeks ago had not been known 
outside the FBI, and not widely 
known within it. 


Clarence M. Kelley, the FBI 


director, reportedly knew 
nothing of the matter until the 
bureau received a query from a 
Dallas newspaper earlier this 
year about the possibility that 
such a letter had been destroyed.

said to stem not only from the

Kennedy and John Kennedy will 
be secure." 


He also called for full public 


disclosure of the committee's 
findings. 


Asked about recent dis- 


closures concerning the ac- 
tivities of Lee Harvey Oswald in 
the weeks preceding the Nov. 22, 
1963, assassination of President 
Kennedy, the senator replied, "I 
was satisfied with the con- 
clusions of the Warren Commis- 
sion and still am."

Kennedy said he had appeared 


before the Senate committee in 
response to an invitation 
extended by Chairman Frank 
Church, D-Idaho.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


President Ford said Monday he 
will ask Congress to approve 
creation of a new $100 billion 
government corporation to work 
with private industry to gain 
energy independence for the 
United States by IMS. 


The corporation, to be called 


the Energy Independence 
Authority, would embark on a 
crash program like ones which 
developed the atomic bomb in 
World War II and landed 
Americans on the moon hi 1969. 


"People said all those projects 


were impossible, but Americans 
have done the impossible," Ford 
said.

The President said EIA would 
have authority to borrow and 
lend as a supplement to private 
efforts to develop oil, nuclear, 
coal and other energy sources. 


Even with $100 billion of 


financing to pass out, Ford 
emphasized it could only supple- 
ment private efforts because he 
estimated that "1800 billion 
would be needed in energy in- 
vestment over the next decade." 


He said the authority "would 


have a 10-year life and be self- 
liquidating." 


Ford made the proposal in an 


address before the AFL-CIO 
construction trades meeting. 


"My vision is of dramatic ac- 


tion to produce oil and gas from 
•coal, safe and clean nuclear and 
coal-generated electric power, 
harness the energy of the sun 
and the natural heat within the 
earth and build numerous other 
energy facilities," he said. 


Hope For Arms Pact 


Moscow (UPI) — Soviet Com- 


munist Party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, looking tanned and fit 
in his first public apperance 
since his vacation, expressed 
hope Monday that the United 
States and the Soviet Union will 
agree on a new arms limitation 
treaty. 


He said its effects would be 


felt around the world for years 
to come. 


The 68-year-old Communist 


Party general secretary made his 
comments at a 35-minute 
Kremlin meeting with American 
and Soviet spacemen during 
which he received — and 
dropped — a commemorative 
plaque, handed out bananas, 
cracked jokes and confirmed he 
has given up his two-packs-a-day 
smoking habit. 


Resident Moscow cor- 


respondents said Brezhnev was 
in top form and gave no sign of 
the fatigue and ill health which 
kept him away from work for 
several weeks earlier this year. 


Brezhnev said a new treaty 


limiting strategic arms, now 
being negotiated in the United 
States between Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko, President 
Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger is "a major 
question of the day." 


"If we are really lucky to be 


allowed to work out this treaty, 
that would be most important, 
not only to us but to others 
round the world for dozens of 
years," he said. 


"It would go out and around 


the world like radio waves." 


Brezhnev received astronauts 


Thomas P. Stafford, Vance D. 
Brand and Donald K. Slayton 


and cosmonauts Alexei A. 
Leonov and Waleri N. Kubasov, 
who are starting a 10-day 
goodwill tour of the Soviet 
Union. 


The two teams flew their 


Apollo and Soyuz spaceships to 
an historic rendezvous in space 
last July. 


"On both our sides, the United 


States and the Soviet Union 
should make every possible ef- 
fort for good neighborly 
relations," Brezhnev said. 


After exchanging speeches, 


Brezhnev and the spacemen sat 
at a long table and the Soviet 
leader handed round bananas 
from a bowl, saying "I think it's 
time for you to eat. I don't want 
you to go hungry." 


Brezhnev gave the spacemen 


gold watches and received from 
Stafford an Omega of the type 
used in space flights. 


When Leonov 
presented 


Brezhnev with a plaque com- 
memorating the joint flight, the 
Soviet leader fumbled and 
dropped it. But it was un- 
damaged. 


At one point in the back- 


slapping session, Brezhnev held 
up a packet of cigarettes, 
produced to mark the July flight, 
and told the spacemen, "I have 
quit smoking, but I have been 
autographing these, so in a way I 
am glorifying all of you each 
day."

Emperor Hirohito Denies 
Helping Plan Pearl Harbor 


TOKYO (AP) - 
Emperor 


Hirohito, preparing to visit the 
United States next week, denied 
on Monday he helped plan the 
Pearl Harbor attack, and said of 
his half-century reign "the 
lowest point, is, needless to say, 
the last war." 


He said the high point of his 


rule was his visit to Europe in 
1971 and that his upcoming 
American tour, the first by a 
reigning Japanese emperor, 
would rank alongside it. 


Asked in a rare audience with 


31 foreign newsmen whether he 
planned to say anything about 
the war during the U S. trip Oct. 
1-14, he said, "I am studying this 
problem at present so I would 
like to refrain from talking about 
it." 


As to whether he had ap- 


proved the Dec. 7, 1941, naval 
bombing of the U.S. fleet in 
Honolulu, and how long before 
he had been aware of the attack 
plan, the 74-year-old monarch 
declared: 


"It is a fact that I received 


reports on military operations 
beforehand. But I only received 
those reports after everything, 
down to the most minute detail, 
had been decided upon by the 
staff of the high command of the 
fighting services. Concerning af- 
fairs of a political nature or 
those relating to the high com- 
mand of the fighting services, I 
believe I acted according to the 


provisions of the constitution " 


Asked if he could recall 


whether he had any personal 
feeling that Japan's military 
leaders in the late 1930s were 
leading Japan into a "fruitless 
misadventure," the emperor 
leaned forward and replied: 


"There may have been such 


facts as you have mentioned but 
there are still many people alive 
who were involved at the time in 
these affairs 
And if I said 


anything now. I might be 
criticizing the military 
authorities of the time I would 
like to refrain from doing that." 


He was emphatic, however, 


when asked whether the 
Japanese people were still 
capable of being easily led into 
militarism again 


"No, I do not have any worries 


about that possibility because 
that is prohibited by the con- 
stitution." he said. 


He added it was not 


"recognized in the constitution 
that Japan could become again a 
great military power " The 1947 
constitution, inspired by the 
United States, specifically bans 


war as an instrument of foreign 
policy and prohibits Japan's 
rearmament 


While indicating he was 


satisfied with his new, virtually 
figurehead role as symbol of the 
state, the emperor noted with 
some warmth that "the basis of 
Japan's democracy" dates back 
to his grandfather, the Emperor 
Meiji. The 1947 constitution is 
credited with introducing 
democracy to Japan, an idea the 
emperor indicated he believes is 
somewhat exaggerated. 


The emperor said he has 


"never thought" of abdicating in 
favor of his son. Crown Pnnce 
Akihito. even though he is now 
in his 50th year of reign He said 
he would not "speculate on 
hypothetical matters" when 
asked whether he would like to 
step down if the constitution 
permitted

Kissinger Unveils. 
New Mideast Idea 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger unveiled Monday a 
new US. diplomatic initiative 
for a Middle East settlement 
based on an "informal" con- 
ference of Israel, the Arab states 
and other interested nations. 


Offered as a possible alter- 


native to the dormant Geneva 
peace conference, Kissinger said 
in a speech to the U.N. General 
Assembly that it would provide a 
means for the parties "to assess

At the same time, Kissinger 


said he stands ready to follow up 
his Sinai settlement between 
Israel and Egypt by promoting 
an interim agreement on the

Declaring "opportunities must 


be seized or they will dis- 
appear," he emphasized that 
U S policy is geared to main- 
taining the momentum of Sinai.

“No , I do no t hav e any wo rries 
ab o u t that p o ssib ility b ecau se 
that is p ro hib ited b y the co n­ 
stitu tio n,” he said. 
He a d d e d it was no t 
“reco gnized in the co nstitu tio n 
that Jap an co u ld b eco me again a 
great military p o wer.” The 1947 
co nstitu tio n, insp ired b y the 
United States, sp ecifically b ans 


war as an instru ment o f fo reign 
p o licy and p ro hib its Jap an’s 
rearmament. 
While indicating he was 
satisfied with his new, v irtu ally 
figu rehead ro le as sy mb o l o f the 
state, the emp ero r no ted with 
so me warmth that “the b asis o f 
Jap an’s demo cracy ” dates b ack 
to his grandfather, the Emp ero r 
Meiji. The 1947 co nstitu tio n is 
credited with intro du cing 
demo cracy to Jap an, an idea the 
emp ero r indicated he b eliev es is 
so mewhat ex aggerated. 
The emp ero r said he has 
“nev er tho u ght” o f ab dicating in 
fav o r o f his so n, Cro wn Prince 
Akihito , ev en tho u gh he is no w 
in his 50th y ear o f reign He said 
he wo u ld no t “sp ecu late o n 
hy p o thetical matters” when 
asked whether he wo u ld like to 
step do wn if the co nstitu tio n 
p ermitted.

Dr. Frankenstein is alive and 
flourishing in Washington will 
surprise no one who follows 
world politics and international 
death plans. Politicians 
everywhere commonly view 
science primarily as an instru- 
ment for conveying death to dis- 
agreeable peoples, and if science 
is at the service of death in 
Washington, it is not a unique 
alliance of genius and hack. The 
same alliance functions around 
the earth, and has through the 
centuries. 


The peek we are now getting 


into Washington's scientific 
chamber of horrors is merely a 
titillating reminder of the 
alliance's existence. What makes 
it entertaining if not particularly 
startling is the small-bore 
triviality of the death plans in 
which the government has been 
dabbling. 


Death on the scale deliverable 


by nuclear physics seems such a 
dull mathematical abstraction 
that it scarcely seems like death. 
The Pentagon does not even talk 
much about deaths any more 
when nuclear weaponry is dis- 
cussed. The common term is 
"megadeaths.". It takes one

million deaths to make just one 
megadeath.

If one succumbs in a nuclear 


strike 
causing 
eighty 


megedeaths, one's loss to 
humanity can be measured as 
one eighty-millionth of a 
megadeath, which makes it 
seem a thoroughly negligible 
event. 


In a sense, this is the worst of 


all the indignities heaped upon 
us by polities' perversion of 
science. A person's death ought 
to be an event of some note, not 
a fractional triviality s» negligi- 
ble that it would bore a baseball 
statistician. 


The scientific corpse- 


production labor now being dis- 
cussed in Washington has the 
virtue of restoring some 
meaning to death because of the 
small scale on which these 
weapons were built to operate. 
As a result, it is a refreshing 
reminder of what the grandeur 
of nuclear science has con- 
ditioned us to forget; to wit, that 
politics and science between 
them never close down the 
charnel house. 


The CIA's secret stash of 


cobra venom and shellfish 


poison, so suggestive of bad spy 
novels, reminds us that death to 
officially prepared by men who 
act like people In bad spy novels. 
The few deaths these poisons 
could create are ludicrously in- 
significant compared to nuclear 
science's megadeath, and for 
this reason, they suggest real 
death more pungeotly than 
anything the physics experts 
have been able to conjure hi our 
imaginations,

We may assume that similar 


death instruments are being 
created in laboratories abroad, 
of course. Primitive politicians 
were quick to turn mineralogy 
into weapon science. Surely, 
Russians and Englishmen have 
been no more reluctant than 
Americans to do the same for 
biology. 


The CIA's electrically fired 


poison-dart gun, with silencer, 
presumably for creating death in 
fairly important individuals dis- 
pleasing to our government, is 
the kind of weapon small boys 
dream of. A rush job at the toy 
factory might create one of the 
surprise merchandising 
successes of the approaching 
Christmas shopping season.

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Reforms In Budgeting 


It came as no surprise to the people of 


Lincoln that the city rated very high in a 
national study of good places to live.

*In the political category, Lincoln 


placed 45th. This rating factor was deter- 
mined by the professionalism of the 
political institutions and the participation 
of the citizens. Also, it included a measure 
of welfare assistance, a measure that un- 
doubtedly hurt our rating. 


In economic, social, health and educa- 


tion categories, the capital city did well, es- 
pecially its second place in economics and 


its third place in social. These two areas 
have a great deal to do with what most 
citizens would consider to be the important 
elements of people's standard of living. 


We do not know all the elements of 


each of the categories in which the cities 
were rated. But we do know that we talk to 
a number of visitors to this city and have 
yet to find one who is not impressed with 
the place. 


Lincoln is most attractive from a 


physical point of view and its busy and 
growing downtown area is an eye-opener to 
people who see it for the first time. 


The vitality of the downtown area is a 


tribute to the business community there, to 
city government and to the people as a 
whole. Business interests have provided 
good leadership and have met with good 
cooperation when it was needed. 


This city is not without its problems 


and we find plenty to battle about from 
time to time but a good foundation has 
been laid and there is a lot of pride to be 
taken. Lincoln's high rating is not only a 
tribute to the past and present, but a 
motivation for the future.

WASHINGTON - Sometimes 


it is the quiet things, slipping by 
almost unnoticed at the start, 
that change the power structure 
of this noisy city more than 
anything else. The new Senate 
and House Budget Committees 
are the latest evidence of the 
point. 


These committees were 


formed just a year ago on the 
reasonable but unprecedented 
notion that the Congress itself 
should try to keep its appror- 
piations in line with the nation's 
revenues. It was even suggested 
that if the President or the com- 
mittees of the Congress asked to 
put out more money than was 
likely to come in, the budget 
committees could challenge the 
deficit, and propose budget cuts 
and spending priorities. 


Well, of course, the deficits 


are now running higher than 
ever before, and these budget 
committees of the Congress 
haven't had time to get their 
staffs or their procedures in 
order, but the principle of 
guiding if not controlling ap- 
propriations has already been es- 
tablished. 


For example, on last Aug. 1, 


the Senate, on the urging of both 
Republican and Democratic 
members of the Senate Budget 
Committee, rejected the fiscal 
1976 military procurement con- 
ference report (HR6674). On 
Capitol Hill, where committee 
decisions are usually regarded as 
commands, especially when the 
committees of the House and 
Senate agree in conference on 
the money to be voted, this was 
a startling surprise. Never 
before had a military budget 
conference report been 
defeated, especially when 
recommended by the chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, John Stennis of 
Mississippi. 


When they have agreed in the 
past, nobody could stand against 
them, not the rest of the 
Congress, or even the President. 
But the Senate Budget Com- 
mittee, led by Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, D-Maine, and Sen. 
Henry L. Bellmon, R-Okla., 
prevailed. 


What has happened in this in- 


tervention of the Senate Budget 
Committee may be more impor- 
tant than any other event in this 
Congress. The new budget com- 
mittees have taken the problem 
of congressional fiscal respon- 
sibility seriously. They have 
limited powers, but they have 
avoided part}' ideology, and have 
dared to question the most 
powerful committee chairmen 
of the House and Senate. 


Also, Muskie has made clear 


that his fight against what he 
regards as excessive spending by 
the Pentagon also applies to 
excessive spending on domestic 
social programs in the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. He is leading the fight 
with Bellmon against what they 
regard as extravagance at HEW 
as well as across the river at the 
Pentagon, and Muskie's liberal 
colleagues are scalding him for 
his cuts and priorities. 


"Muskie and the liberals on 


the (Senate) Budget Com- 
mittee," says the liberal Coun- 
cil of National Priorities and 
Resources, "seem to have been 
seduced by the conservatives." 
Likewise, the liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action, con- 
cluded that "if Muskie can 
defeat Stennis and the Pentagon, 
he almost surely can defeat the 
Child Nutrition Act amendments 
. . . and any major increases in 
social programs, such as 
expanded food stamp benefits, 
or any social initiatives. . ."

Muskie has been very careful 


to respect the prior respon- 
sibilities of the chairmen of the 
appropriations committees and 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
provided they stay within 
reasonable guidelines, pay atten- 
tion to over-all priorities, and 
work together to avoid "busting 
the budget." 


"Nobody promised us a rose 


garden when we undertook 
budget reform," Muskie told the 
Senate the other day. "We knew 
the task of addressing our 
national fiscal priorities and 
beginning the long road back 
toward a balanced budget would 
be a thankless one. 


"We knew those whose 


favorite programs would be cut 
would complain we were 
damaging the national interest, 
and those whose programs were 
allowed to grow might complain 
that the growth was not fast 
enough. We did so because of 
our conviction that failure to put 
the Congress and the country on 
the course toward fiscal respon- 
sibility and a balanced budget 
was to abandon our responsibili- 
ty to our people. . . 


"I think it's fair to say, at the 


end of our first year, that the 
budget committees of the House 
and Senate, with the help and 
support of the membership and 
committees of both bodies, have 
gained a toe-hold in the struggle 
toward fiscal responsibility."

Congressmen Get 
Their Teeth In It 


WASHINGTON - Members of Congress, newly blessed 


with a salary boost and already loaded with fringe benefits, have 
for years been chiseling the Navy for free dental care. 


The roster of legislators illegally getting root-canal work, 


deluxe fillings, dental surgery and even new plates reads like the 
leadership pages of the Congressional Directory. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., Senator 


Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., and ex-Senator Norris Cotton, R-N.H., 
are only a few of the solons whose smiles reflect free custom 
care at the top-notch Navy Yard clinic. 


Former Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Robert 


Finch, who might have gotten bootleg care from his own 
departmental dentists, chose instead to patronize the Navy. 
Even prominent foreign diplomats were sneaked into the clinic. 


Navy regulations and human decency require dentists to 


take care of patients in a true emergency. Such appears to be the 
case when Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., went to the clinic 
after he broke his tooth on a prune pit in a Senate restaurant. 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-D1., also feels he comes under the 


emergency rule because he needed a filling replaced and wasn't 
scheduled to see his regular dentist in Chicago for a month. 


Rep. L. H. Fountain, D-N.C., says his treatment for a 


cracked tooth a few days ago was also an "emergency 
situation." 


But what of Mike Mansfield, usually as austere as his spare 


frame with the taxpayers money? After treatment of an 
abscessed tooth, he has now become a repeat patient of the 
Navy Yard's nationally known dentist, Capt. Michael Brenyo. 


Sen. William Hathaway, D-Me., is also a frequent patient 


and has been treated for gum surgery and root-canal work by 
the solicitous Navy dentists. 


Hatfield underwent even more extensive work. Originally 


he dropped in at the clinic for "swelling of the mouth." But over 
a period of several years, Brenyo has done much of Hatfield's 
dental work, including a costly root canal. 


House Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., insists his visits to the 


clinic were for "minor dental work." Besides, his retired 
military pay status may make the work legal. Senator Cotton, 
we have learned, had a dental plate repaired and reportedly had 
a new one made. And Rep. Edward Boland, D-Mass., has had 
extensive gum invigoration work. 


To their credit, all the prominent patients acknowledged 


their visits. Few were as frank as Finch, a former chief aide to 
Richard Nixon. Not only did he go, Finch said, but he "saw a 
number of congressmen while I was down there." 


Dental experts no longer in the clink have fumed openly 


about the illegal work, but our reporter Gary Cohn visited the 
clinic and found anything but an "open wide" policy. 


Commanding officer Stewart Elder, who has personally 


greeted such visitors as Hatfield, successfully dodged all our 
queries. When Cohn called him at home, the Navy captain 
refused even to speak to him. 


Nevertheless, we have discovered that Elder justified the 


improper treatment of high government figures by telling his 
colleagues it would help the clinic at budget time. 


Footnote: Several of the patients said they were unaware 


they were doing anything wrong. Yet even some of the 
"emergency" care is of dubious legality. We asked Capt Brenyo 
whether we, for example, could get a filling on an emereencv 
basis. "No way," he sputtered.

• Sadly, it has taken 34 years for our townspeople to discover, 


via some big-city-oriented SeTech board members, that our two- 
year college is "dying." We're serving "only" 270 full-time 
regular students, plus 75 enrollees in practical nursing or 
veterans agriculture and another 100 to 200 in evening adult 
programs. 


'. Strangly, we didn't know we were dying when we proudly 


opened the school in 1941 with 101 students. Nor when we 
cranked classes up again following World War n — again so 
proudly — with a student body of 98 and no facilities beyond a 
rundown vacant hospital. 


Neither did we realize our sorrowful condition as we sup- 


ported the old junior college on our own for three decades, 
paying several times the current 2.35 mill levy. We certainly 
weren't informed 10 years ago when more than 80% of us voted 
odrselves more taxes for a new science-library building. 


True, enrollment has slipped in recent years, the same as 


with most other colleges. Two name changes within a few 
months hardly helped our image. Abolishment of the football 
pjGbgram, though perhaps an economic necessity, cost more 
stodents.

traffic accidents are pedestrians. The problem, too, is especially 
in large cities as our own. 


At the same time we must still be concerned as those most 


frequently affected are the young and the elderly. 


There may be several factors why Lincoln has compiled 


such a good record. But one reason we believe helpful in 
reducing pedestrian accidents in Lincoln is the School Crossing 
Protection Committee. 


This consists of an appointed group of city, school and 


private officials involved in monthly meetings and the activities 
to promote pedestrian safety and assist local schools in traffic- 
pedestrian problems. Included are Mrs. Betty Adams chair-

NEW Y O R K -T he news that 
Dr. Frankenstein is aliv e and 
flourishing in Washington will 
surprise no one who follows 
world politics and international 
d eath p lan s. 
P olitic ian s 
ev ery where commonly v iew 
science primarily as an instru­ 
ment for conv ey ing death to dis­ 
agreeable peoples, and if science 
is at the serv ice of death in 
Washington, it is not a unique 
alliance of genius and hack. The 
same alliance functions around 
the earth, and has through the 
centuries. 


The peek we are now getting 
into 
Washington’s 
scientific 
chamber of horrors is merely a 
titillating reminder of the 
alliance’s ex istence. What makes 
it entertaining if not particularly 
startling is the small-bore 
triv iality of the death plans in 
which the gov ernment has been 
dabbling. 


Death on the scale deliv erable 
by nuclear phy sics seems such a 
dull mathematical abstraction 
that it scarcely seems like death. 
The Pentagon does not ev en talk 
much about deaths any more 
when nuclear weaponry is dis­ 
cussed. The common term is 
“ megadeaths.” . 
It takes one

million deaths to make just one 
megadeath.

In a sense, this is the worst of 
all the indignities heaped upon 
us by politics’ perv ersion of 
science. A person’s death ought 
to be an ev ent of some note, not 
a fractional triv iality so ne^igi- 
ble that it would bore a baseb^ 
statistician. 


The sc ie n ti fi c corpse- 
production labor now being dis­ 
cussed in Washington has the 
v irtue of restoring some 
meaning to death because of the 
small scale on which these 
weapons were built to operate. 
As a result, it is a refreshing 
reminder of what the grandeur 
of nuclear science has con­ 
ditioned us to forget; to wit, that 
politics and science between 
them nev er close down the 
charnel house. 


The CIA’s secret stash of 
cobra v enom and 
shellfish 


poison, so suggestiv e of bad spy 
nov els, reminds us that death is 
officially prepared by men who 
act like people In bad spy nov els. 
The few deaths these poisons 
could create are ludicrously in­ 
significant compared to nuclear 
science’s megadeath, and for 
this reason, they suggest real 
death more pungently than 
any thing the phy sics ex perts 
hav e been able to conjure in our 
imaginations.

We may assume that similar 
death instruments are being 
created in laboratories abroad, 
of course. Primitiv e politicians 
were quick to turn mineralogy 
into weapon science. Surely , 
Russians and Englishmen hav e 
been no more reluctant than 
Americans to do the same for 
biolo|y . 
The CIA’s electrically fired 
poison-dart gun, with silencer, 
presumably for creating death in 
fairly important indiv iduals dis­ 
pleasing to our gov ernment, is 
the kind of weapon small boy s 
dream of. A rush job at the toy 
factory might create one of the 
s u rp ris e 
m e r c h an d i s i n g 
successes of the approaching 
Christmas shopping season.

is designed to cause one single 
death, not the boring megadeath 
of phy sics. Here we hav e gov ern­ 
ment dispensing the fav or of 
dignified, indiv idual death, thus 
making one’s demise an ev ent. 
Ev en the more elaborate 
death programs which the CIA 
was preparing when it made a 
mock attack on New York sub­ 
way riders by pumping harmless 
substances into the underground 
would cause deaths only in the 
thousands if duplicated in 
Moscow with real poison gases 
and germs. If things came to 
that, presumably we and the 
Sov iets would both be dispensing 
megadeaths hither and y on on 
the landscape, so that the few 
thousand dead in the Moscow 
subway would enjoy deaths of 
uncommon singul^ty .

Reforms In Budgeting 


It came as no surprise to the people of 
Lincoln that the city rated v ery high in a 
national study of good places to liv e. Lin­ 
coln placed third from highest among 9 5 
cities studied by the Midwest R ^earch 
Institute, Kansas City , Mo. 
The only thing the residents of Lincoln 
might wonder is why the city did not place 
first. May be it would hav e, if its env iron­ 
m ent could hav e been properly rated and 
its relativ ely poor showing in the political 
arena could hav e been improv ed. 
- It is rather hard to comprehend how 
m any areas could hav e a better env iron­ 
m ent than Lincoln. Our air and water hav e 
not been badly polluted and the noise fac­ 
tor here is minimal. 
In the political category , Lincoln 
placed 45 th. This rating factor was deter­ 
m ined by the professionalism of the 
political institutions and the participation 
of the citizens. Also, it in clu d ^ a measure 
of welfare assistance, a measure that un­ 
doubtedly hurt our rating. 


In economic, social, health and educa­ 
tion catepries, the capital city did well, es­ 
pecially its second place in economics and 


its third place in social. These two areas 
hav e a great deal to do with what most 
citizens would consider to be the important 
elements of people’s standard of liv ing. 
We do not know all the elem ents of 
each of the categories in which the cities 
were rated. But we do know that we talk to 
a number of v isitors to this city and hav e 
y et to find one who is not impressed with 
the place. 
Lincoln is most attractiv e from a 
phy sical point of v iew and its busy and 
growing downtown area is an ey e-opener to 
people who see it for the first time. 


The v itality of the downtown area is a 
tribute to the business community there, to 
city gov ernment and to the people as a 
whole. Business interests hav e prov ided 
good leadership and hav e met with good 
cooperation when it was needed. 
This city is not without its problems 
and we find plenty to battle about from 
tim e to time but a good foundation has 
been laid and there is a lot of pride to be 
taken. Lincoln’s high rating is not only a 
tribute to the past and present, but a 
motiv ation for the future. 
Fun, Games And Music 


With two games by the board, a few 
observ ations might be in order on the 
current football season. One, we like the 
sense of humor display ed by Indiana’s Lee 
Corso. The Hoosier head coach, while fin­ 
ding little to laugh about following his bout 
with the Buskers last Saturday , still seem s 
to recognize that football is a game. 
Winning and losing are important, and 
they should be, but winning is not the sole 
and only purpose in the thing. You get the 
idea 
quite frequently that too many 
Nebraskans hav e lost sight of all else. 
Too many followers of the Buskers not 
only want to win, but they want the oth er' 
team blown clear out of the stadium. 
A ny thing less than a tw o or three- 
touchdown adv antage ov er the opponent 
leav es a lot of fans grumbling. 


It shouldn’t be so. College football 
play ers are still v ery y oung men. Busker 
foes want to win just as badly as does the 


Big Red and they wlU play the game with 


all the intensity and dedication of which 
they are capable. We should not ex pect to 
be all that much better than ev ery oppo­ 
nent we face ev ery Saturday afternoon of 
the ll-ganje season. 
Also in order by now is a comment on 
the band. With a new director and the addi­ 
tion of a flag corps of coeds, the musical 
end of football games has made a big hit. 
The flag corps has added som e ad­ 
ditional color and the y oung ladies are an 
attractiv e sight, ev en though that comment 
will open us to another charge of male 
chauv inism. We admit we are chauv inistic 
enough to hav e no objection to attractiv e 
y oung ladies. 
The band itself has com e out with a 
new sty le of music and a new choreography 
in its marching. It is a liv ely outfit and one 
the fans seem to hav e taken a genuine 
liking to. It’s one more part of what they 
talk about when they point out that 
Nebraska has an outstanding football 
program. 


WASHINGTON - Sometimes 
it is the quiet things, shpping by 
almost unnoticed at the start, 
that change the power structure 
. of this noisy city more than 
any thing else. The new Senate 
and House Budget Committees 
are the latest ev idence of the 
point. 


These com m ittees were 
formed just a y ear ago on the 
reasonable but unprecedented 
notion that the Congress itself 
should try to keep its appror- 
piations in line with the nation’s 
rev enues. It was ev en suggested 
that if the President or the com­ 
mittees of the Congress asked to 
put out more money than was 
likely to come in, the budget 
committees could challenge the 
deficit, and propose budget cuts 
and spending priorities. 


Well, of course, the deficits 
are now running higher than 
ev er before, and these budget 
committees of the Congress 
hav en’t had time to get their 
staffs or their procedures in 
Order, but the principle of 
guiding if not controlling ap­ 
propriations has already been es­ 
tablished. 


For ex ample, on last Aug. 1, 
the Senate, on the urging of both 
Republican and 
Democratic 
members of the Senate Budget 
Committee, rejected the fiscal 
197 6 military procurement con­ 
ference report (HR6 6 7 4). On 
Capitol Hill, where committee 
decisions are usually r^arded as 
commands, especially when the 
committees of the House and 
Senate agree in conference on 
the money to be v oted, this was 
a startling surprise. Nev er 
before had a military budget 
c on f e r e n c e 
report 
been 
defeated, especially when 
recommended by the chairman 
of the Senate Armed Serv ices 
Committee, J ohn Stennis of 
Mississippi. 


When they hav e agreed in the 
past, nobody could stand against 
them, not the rest of the 
Congress, or ev en the President. 
But the Senate Budget Com­ 
mittee, led by Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, D-Maine, and Sen. 
Henry L. Bellmon, R-Okla., 
prev ailed. 


What has happened in this in­ 
terv ention of the Senate Budget 
Committee may be more impor­ 
tant than any other ev ent in this 
Congress. The new budget com­ 
mittees hav e taken the problem 
of congressional fiscal respon­ 
sibility seriously . They hav e 
limited powers, but they hav e 
av oided party ideology , and hav e 
dared to question the most 
powerful committee chairmen 
of the House and Senate. 


Also, Muskie has made clear 
that his fight against what he 
regards as ex cessiv e spending by 
the Pentagon also applies to 
ex cessiv e spending on domestic 
social programs in the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. He is leading the fight 
with Bellmon against what they 
regard as ex trav agance at HEW 
as well as across the riv er at the 
Pentagon, and Muskie’s liberal 
coUeagues are scalding him for 
his cuts and priorities. 


“ Muskie and the liberals on 
the (Senate) Budget Com­ 
mittee,” say s the Uberal Coun­ 
cil of National Priorities and 
Resources, “ seem to hav e been 
seduced by the conserv ativ es.” 
Likewise, the liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action, con­ 
cluded that “ If Muskie can 
defeat Stennis and the Pentagon, 
he almost surely can defeat the 
Child Nutrition Act amendments 
. . . and any major increases in 
social programs, such 
as 
ex panded food stamp benefits, 
or any social initiativ es. .

Sadly , it has taken 34 y ears for our townspeople to discov er, 
v ia some big-city -oriented SeTech board members, that our two- 
y ear college is “ dy ing.” We’re serv ing “ only ” 27 0 fuU-time 
rqgular students, plus 7 5 enroUees in practical nursing or 
v eterans agriculture and aiK)ther 100 to 200 in ev ening adult 
programs. 
Strangly , we didn’t know we were dy ing when we proudly 
opened the school in 1941 with 101 students. Nor when we 
cranked classes up again following Wwld War II — again so 
proudly — with a student body of 98 and no facilities bey ond a 
rundown v acant hospital. 
Neither did we realize our sorrowful condition as we sup­ 
ported the old junior college on our own 
for three decades, 
pay ing sev eral times the current 2.35 mill lev y . We certainly 
weren’t informed 10 y ears ago when more than 8 0% of us v oted 
ourselv ^ more tax es for a new science-library building. 
True, enrollment has slipped in recent y ears, the same as 
with most other colleges. Two name ch afes within a few 
months hardly helped our image. Abolishment of the football 
program, though perhaps an economic necessity , cost more 
s^dents. And a board with obv ious Lincoln-Milford priorities 
has not energized us by offering any new programs or aggressiv e 
recruitment.

Congressmen Get 


Their Teeth In It 


WASHINGTON — Members of Congress, newly blessed 
with a salary boost and already loaded with fringe benefits, hav e 
for y ears been chiseling the Nav y for free dental care. 
The roster of legislators illegaUy getting root-canal work, 
delux e fillings, dental surgery and ev en new plates reads like the 
leadership pages of the Congressional Directory . 


Senate Majority Leader Mike Mansfield, O-Mont., Senator 
Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., and ex -Senator Norris Cotton, R-N.H., 
are only a few of the solons whose smiles reflect free custom 
care at the top-notch Nav y Yard clinic. 


Former Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Robert 
Finch, who might hav e gotten bootl^ care from his own 
departmental dentists, 
chose instead to patronize the Nav y . 
Ev en prominent foreign diplomats were sneaked into the clinic. 
Nav y regulations and human decency require dentists to 
take care of patients in a true emergency . Such appears to be the 
case when Sen. William Prox mire, D-Wis., went to the clinic 
after he broke his tooth on a prune pit in a Senate restaurant. 
Sen. Charles Percy , R-Dl., also feels he comes under the 
emergency rule because he needed a filling replaced and wasn’t 
scheduled to see his regular dentist in CWcago for a month. 
Rep. L. H. Fountain, D-N.C., say s his treatment for a 
cracked tooth a few day s ago was also an “ emergency 
situation.” 


But what of Mike Mansfield, usually as austere as his spare 
frame with the tax pay ers money ? After treatment of an 
abscessed tooth, he has now become a repeat patient of the 
Nav y Yard’s nationally known dentist, Capt. Michael Breny o. 


Sen. William Hathaway , D-Me., is also a frequent patient 
and has been treated for gum surgery and root-canal work by 
the solicitous Nav y dentists. 
Hatfield underwent ev en more ex tensiv e work. Originally 
he dropped in at the clinic for “ swelling of the mouth.” But ov « * 
a period of sev eral y ears, Breny o has done much of Hatfield’s 
dental work, including a costly root canal. 
House Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., insists his v isits to the 
clinic were for “ minor dental work.” Besides, his retired 
military pay status may make the work legal. Senator Cotton, 
we hav e learned, had a dental plate repaired and reportedly had 
a new one made. And Rep. Edward Boland, D-Mass., has had 
ex tensiv e gum inv igoration work. 
To their credit, all the prominent patients acknowledged 
their v isits. Few were as frank as Finch, a former chief aide to 
Richard Nix on. Not only did he go, Finch said, but he “ saw a 
number of congressmen while I was down there.” 


Dental ex perts no longer in the clink hav e fumed openly 
about the illegal work, but our reporter Gary Cohn v isited the 
clinic and found any thing but an “ open wide” policy . 


Commanding officer Stewart Elder, who has personally 
greeted such v isitors as Hatfield, successfully dodged all our 
queries. When Cohn called him at home, the Nav y captain 
refused ev en to speak to him. 
Nev ertheless, we hav e discov ered that Elder justified the 
improper treatment of high gov ernment figures by telling his 
colleagues it would help the clinic at budget time. 
Footnote: Sev eral of the patients said they were unaware 
they were doing any thing wrong. Yet ev en some of the 
“ emergency ” care is of dubious legality . We asked Capt. Breny o 
whether we, for ex ample, could get a filling on an emergency 
basis. “ No way ,” he sputtered.

After all, the univ ersity is supposed to be basically a tax - 
supported pubhc institution, not established for profit-making 
purposes. We feel that the fans, the tkket-holders, hav e been ill 
considered by this new policy .

There may be sev eral factors why Lincoln has compiled 
such a good record. But one reason we believ e helpful in 
reducing pedestrian accidents in Lincoln is the School Crossing 
Protection Committee.

The council somewhat reluctantly agreed 
'to the meeting after nuclear plant critics 
told the lawmakers they needed more time 
to present their viewpoints. Lincoln Elec- 
tric System officials also will be allowed to 
testify Thursday night 


The LES Administrative Board is 


proposing that the council adopt a new 


• bond ordinance which will allow the city to 


pay for the electricity needed during the 
next decade. The ordinance would allow 
the city to buy 13% of the Ft. Calhoun No. 
2 nuclear plant, to be built by the Omaha 


Public Power District and the Nebraska 
Public Power District. 


LES board chairman Tom Allman 


testified that LES's consultants believe 
that participation in Ft. Calhoun will 
provide Uncolnites with cheaper electric 
power than if LES obtains power from 
some other source. 


Allman said that OPPD needs a decision 


from the council by Oct. 1 on whether Lin- 
coln will become a co-owner in the plant. If 
the council delays a decision on the bond 
ordinance' Allman said, the city will lose 
its chance by default. 


Critics of LES's plans charged again 


Monday that the council and public'haven't 
had enough time to review the proposed 
bond ordinance. 


That criticism apparently prompted a 


majority of the council to agree to bold one 
more meeting on the topic, even though ' 
Councilman Bob Jeambey acknowledged, 
"I'm not sure we're going to hear much 
more than we have already." 


Nuclear power plant critics questioned 


the safety of nuclear plants, criticized the 
amount of money it takes to build such 


^•^ 


plants and contended that uranium, the 
nuclear fuel, will become scarce and more 
expensive in the future. 


Jeambey, who has criticized the LES 


Board for not keeping the council more in- 
formed of its actions, commended the 
board for being concerned that "Lincoln is 
not caught short for its future electrical 
needs." 


However, be asked Allman if LES would 


change its position on the Ft. Calhoun deal 
if construction of the plant were delayed 
for three or four years. That delay, 
Jeambey said, would mean that Lincoln 
couldn't obtain electricity to meet its 
projected demand. 


Allman responded that the board still 


wants to Use nuclear generation as a part of 
its overall power supply mix. 


Councilman Dick Baker pointed out that 


regardless of what Lincoln chooses to do 
about the situation, Ft. Calhoun could still 
be built by OPPD and NPPD. 


The Nebraska Power Review Board will 


hold another hearing Friday to obtain more 
information on the nuclear plant.

Despite the expressed opposi- 


tion of Lincoln police officers, 
the City Council appears ready 
to adopt a civilian police review 
board procedure next week. 


A majority of the council ap- 


parently will create a seven- 
member review board and 
procedures drawn up by Coun- 
cilmen Max Denney and John 
Robinson. Their compromise or- 
dinance culminates several 
months of work. 


In another public hearing on 


the police review board question 
Monday, the president of ihe 
new police union stated police 
officers' objections to the 
proposal. 


James Hill said that if the 


legal controls already existing on 
the police department are 
working, a review board is un- 
necessary. Hill presented data 
which he said showed that such 
review boards have failed in 
many other cities. 


The creation of a police review 


board could lower morale 
among police officers who feel 
that such boards challenge their 
authority, Hill said. 


Hill and police-community 


relations officer Leighton 
Wessell urged the lawmakers to 
delay action again on the 
proposal until new Police Chief 
George Hansen has an oppor- 
tunity to make his own 
recommendations on the 
handling of citizen complaints. 


Wessel, who said he was* 


speaking as a citizen and not as a 
police department spokesman, 
said a review board "by its very 
nature is punitive." 


"There are far more positive 


ways to obtain citizen input into 
the department," Wessel said, 
such as the creation of a 
"vigorous, internal system 
within the department itself." 


The seven-member .board 


would be advisory only. Under 
the procedure, any complaints 
first would be routed to the 
police department for a report. 
If the board decides to hold a 
hearing on a complaint/ any 
recommendations would be 
made to the mayor. 


An attempt by Councilman 


Max Denney to delay the vote six 
weeks until the new police chief 
has a chance to report on the 
issue was defeated 5-1.

Centers Aid Youths 
To Gain Confidence 
In Academic Skills

The 18-year-old fought off confusion in the first 


lecture on Western Civilization. By the time the 
class got to feudalism, he was fighting off academic 
serfdom, and struggling for a C. 


Instead of expecting that such a student 


already has the skills to handle reading and writing 
assignments, 11 Nebraska colleges believe he's one 
of many who need help learning first how to learn. 


And inseparable from what they learn is the 


idea that faculty must find better ways to teach 
students. 


The member campuses of the Nebraska 


Educational Television Council for Higher Educa- 
tion (NETCHE) have wedded solutions to 
problems in both approaches, in the same setting. 


A student who "may know how to read" but 


"doesn't know how to study a textbook" can learn 
just that in the new Teaching-Learning Centers es- 
tablished this year, said Mindy Brooks. 


Ms. Brooks, coordinator of the centers, said 


they can "better equip students to compete in the 
collegiate setting," serving good as well as poorer 
learners. 


The centers and a cooperative administrative 


development program are two new services 
NETCHE is administering under a $200,000 federal 
grant. Founded eight years ago, the consortium 
also continues its original role, producing TV 
lessons for college classrooms. 


Executive Director Lee Rockwell said 


NETCHE decided to "look for other areas of 
educational concern on a cooperative basis." The 
findings showed that while many post-high school 
students' achievement is generally acceptable, 
some harbor insecurity about their basic abilities 


to read efficiently, take useful lecture notes or 
prepare for tests. 


The Teaching-Learning 
Centers promote 


academic skills, independence, self-confidence and 
learning efficiency. 


Rockwell said 17 local staff members at the 


NETCHE campuses serve as center coordinators. 
To train them to run developmental studies 
programs and aid in faculty improvements, 
NETCHE offers year-long formal courses, 
workshops, phone advice and on-campus visits. 


The local coordinators may offer students 


diagnostic tests to determine, for example, their 
vocabulary, reading and spelling abilities, then 
counsel them to enroll in a comprehensive reading 
study skills course. 


The service doesn't end there. The center 


"may do a readability study of the textbook the stu- 
dent is having a problem with," Ms. Brooks said. 


The coordinators rely heavily on faculty to 


refer students to the centers, she said. Student par- 
ticipation has increased to an average of about 30 
on each campus. 


Ironically, faculty members "are usually the 


slowest" to accept the centers' function, she said. 
But direct faculty involvement is catching on rapid- 
ly, as they examine teaching objectives, in- 
dividualized and communicating techniques, use of 
media and out-of-class student aids. 


Rockwell said their NETCHE-related work 


last year, for instance, resulted in Peru State 
redesigning an art appreciation course; Hastings 
College initiated student evaluations of faculty, and 
the College of St. Mary in Omaha analyzed its tests. 


He lauded the willingness of the colleges to 


"sit down around the table and plan a cooperative 
program." Academic deans work closely with the 


Teaching-Learning Centers, sitting on an advisory 
board that also includes faculty and students. 


NETCHE offers a model adaptable to needs at 


each member campus, Ms. Brooks explained. "The 
principle is the same for every student," and the 
"core of instruction we offer is good at any level." 
Only the materials change to meet varying goals. 


Ms. Brooks said 99% of the students served by 


the centers applauded the offerings, declaring their 
academic weaknesses had been strengthened as a 
result. Students complained only that the mini- 
courses could've been covered even faster. 


The administrative development program 


provides training sessions and learning oppor- 
tunities for campus middle managers, such as 
department chairmen, to deal with on-the-job 
issues, Ms. Brooks said. 


"It's exciting," Rockwell said, "the way the 


colleges have latched onto" NETCHE services. 


Next year, he said the consortium will request 


continuation funds to refine and broaden the 
offerings, and launch into tutoring programs. Ad- 
ditional short courses are also being planned, such 
as consumer math, a writing clinic, and media- 
oriented, single-concept study skills.

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Civil Rights Agencies Said Weak By Design

Insufficient funding and 


toothless laws, more by design 
than accident, have hampered 
the abflUy of state and local civil 
rights agencies to redress 
minority problems. 


As a result, the agencies have 


lost some of the confidence of 
minocUy people who cannot un- 
derstand why "the government" 
cannot correct injustices. 


Those conclusions were 


reached' by an advisory com- 
mittee to the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission after a one-year 
study of eight local and state 
civil rights agencies. Committee 
members Monday outlined the 
95-page report for state senators 
and the eight agencies. 


Agency 
representatives 


generally agreed with the assess- 
ment. The report noted that the 


state spends only $150,000 of its 
1900 million budget to protect 
civil righti. However, the report 
offered no budget recommen- 
dations. 


'Sink Or Swim' 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha told the group the agen- 
cies have been "shackled with 
chains, thrown in the water and 
told to sink or swim." 


The agencies have "sunk," 


Chambers said, losing sight of 
their original purpose for the 
sake of continuing their 
existence. 


People with complaints of 


racial bias come to him, 
Chambers said, because they 
lack confidence in the agencies. 


"They've accomplished what 


they were intended to — keeping 
racism entrenched," Chambers 
said. Thus far, the agencies have 
been "well intentioned but in- 


effective," Chambers said.

here and enforce the law?' " 


'Can't Begin Probe 


In addition, the report said 


neither the State Equal Oppor- 
tunity Commission nor the Lin- 
coln and Grand Island Human 
Rights Commissions have the 
power to initiate an investigation 
of suspected 
discrimination. 


Only the Omaha Human Rights 
Commission has this authority. 


Without the ability to initiate 


investigations, the agencies are 


limited to the time-consuming 
and expensive case-by-case ap- 
proach which has little influence 
on widespread 
discrimination, 


the report said. 


Jurisdiction and powers vary 


among the agencies. Sex and 
physical disability are excluded 
from certain agencies' spectrum, 
while the ability to assess 
damages likewise is limited. 


The agencies' staffs need to be 


larger and better trained in in- 
vestigatory prodedures; staff at- 
torneys are also needed the 
report said. 


The Nebraska Equal Oppor- 


tunity Commission has the third 
highest caseload per investigator 
in the country, and the Grand 
Island Human Rights Commis- 
sion has no budget, only the city 
manager as its head, the report 
said.

The Student Affairs Senate, seeking to change the old 


policy banning alcholic beverages in any NWU living unit or 
at any university-sanctioned function, passed suggested 
guidelines for the relaxed rules. Those also gained Faculty 
Senate approval. 


The guidelines include: 
—Maintaining the drinking and possession ban at all 


campus buildings and grounds, except in rooms of in- 
dividuals and only then if they've reached the legal age of 19. 


—Prohibiting use of-student funds to buy alcoholic 


beverages at all student functions, such as off-campus 
homecoming parties. 


—Requiring at least one or two educational sessions on 


alcohol abuse, in the dorms. 


—Having the NWU Judiciary of students, faculty and ad- 


ministrators act on any infractions of the rules. 


Seng said the Board of Governors' action is "another 


step in the continuing progress of the college getting itself 
out of the in loco parentis" philosophy, acting in place of a 
parent or a parent's authority. 


Based on the "assumption and belief that students are 


able to take care of themselves," Seng said the trend 
recognizing that began in the mid-1960s, when dormitory 
hours were relaxed and later concessions allowed coed 
dorms, students sitting on governing boards, and more stu- 
dent self-government.

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Bankers Eager To Learn All About Hedging

Hedging wit the magic word 


at the Nebraska bankers conven- 
tion in-Lincoln Monday morning. 


Bankers appeared to be eager 


to learn an they could about 
taking the risk out of investing in 
livestock loans. 


A hedge is a promise of 


delivery of a specific lot of cattle 
(40,000 IDS.) at a set price on a 
specific date. UK person who 
makes the promise has the op- 
tion of either delivering the cat- 
tle as promised or of buying back 
the promise. 


Major cattle feeders are ap- 


parently using in increasing 
numbers this risk-reducing 


method of feeding cattle. 


Max FeUman of Dean Witter 


and Co., a New York broker, 
told toe bankers that "nearly 
100% of the major cattle feeding 
operations hedge on a declining 
market; at least 50% hedge all 
the time. It depends on the 
direction of the market." 


200 Or More 
Walter Hackney of Spencer 


Foods, a meat packing company 
at Schuyter, described his firm's 
efforts with cattlemen who feed 
200 or more bead. 


Several speakers noted that 


getting a group of cattle to 
match 
the 
contract 


requirements, in the" event 
delivery is necessary, is a major 


difficulty for farmers but 
Hackney has found a way around 
the problem. 


"We work with people who 


can feed more than 200 head of 
cattle at a time and then hedge 
80% of them on the contract. 


"At the time the cattle are 


taken to slaughter, we sort the 
20% off so we get reasonably 
close to the contract and absorb 
the difference ourselves," he 
said. 


Buying feeder cattle on the 


futures market also has its 
problems. "We have had dif- 
ficulty getting the quality we 
expected on feeder contracts. 
Cattle have been running very 
light this fall, as much as 75 Ibs. 


a head less than we expected," 
said Wayne Hendrickson, a cat* 
tie feeder from Lexington. 


Real Problems 
"This creates real problems hi 


meeting a fat cattle contract 
purchased on the basis of the 
feeder cattle contract. They 
won't weigh enough to meet the 
contract on the date of the fat 
contract," he said. 


R. H. Hatch, Omaha National 


Bank, said his company is in- 
terested in working with cor- 
responding banks on futures con- 
tracts designed to protect or lock 
in a profit on cattle, but not on 
purely speculative ventures. 


"We think a feeder needs to 


lock in a profit of 125 to $30 a 
bad «n these cattle. Don't do it 
on a break-even basis because

doesn't look at herself as the 
first female agricultural county 
extension agent in Nebraska. 


She is a person who worked 


and studied diligently to prepare 
herself for a job in which her 
goal "is to help at least one per- 
son." 


As second county agent in 


Boone and Nance Counties, Miss 
Bourn will have most of the 
responsibility for extension 
youth programs in the two coun- 
ties. 


"I started out in pre-vet work, 


but found I was more concerned 
about personal relations and in 
developing people," she said. 


Dry Weather, Frost 
Push Crop Maturity 


Dry weather and light frost in 


some parts of Nebraska have 
hastened the maturity of fall 
crops over the state, according 
to the State-Federal Division of 
Agricultural Statistics.

Sorghum harvest is well under 


way in the central, east central, 
south central and southeast dis- 
tricts, the report disclosed.

crop has been seeded, with 
fanners in some areas waiting 
for additional moisture before 
seeding.

She 
graduated in May with a master 
of science degree in reproduc- 
tive physiology in swine

Miss Bourn during her college 
days was her work with the 
Cadettes, a Girl Scout troup 
sponsored by Sacred Heart 
Church in Lincoln. 


"I worked with the junior high 


girls for two years, first as an 
assistant leader and then as their 
leader," she said. "It was one of 
the most challenging things I 
have done." 


Staying Witt Youth 


The Overton native considered 


a job with the Peace Corps in the 
Philippines, but chose the 
Extension Service as a way to 
continue her work with youth. 


As an agent in training at 


David City, Miss Bourn began to 
try some of the new approaches 
to 4-H and Rural Youth she 
hopes to continue in her new 
job. 


"We tried a real exciting 


course in motorcycle riding and 
safety for youth," she said. "It 
was real rewarding to watch 
something like this work." 


Miss Bourn sees short, special 


interest courses like kite flying, 
bicycle clubs, roller skating or 
pottery as a Way Of maintaining 
interest in Extension youth 
groups. 


The veteran of 11 years of 4-H 


also thinks greater emphasis 
should be placed on career 
training for large scale animal 
productivity and perhaps less on 
show techniques. 


'Carried Away' 


"I really enjoy animal show 


work, but sometimes we get 
carried away," she said. 
"Sometimes we lose the concept 
and see only the purple ribbon 
and forget we're trying to teach 
economic productivity." 


Special interest projects offer 


greater latitude to youth 
programs, according to Miss 
Bourn, and in some cases the old 
method of extensive record 
keeping and long-term projects 
can turn youth off. 


"Schools dominate so much of 


all these kids time that it is hard 
for them to find time to be a kid 
anymore," she says. 


Answering Questions 


Although she hopes to spend 


much of her time working with 
youth, Miss Bourn will be 
responsible for answering 
agricultural questions, primarily 
out of the Fullerton office. 


"If they need an immediate 


answer, I'll be here," she said. 
"But otherwise for long-term 
questions, the first agent in Al- 
bion will usually be involved." 


Miss Bourn said some farmers 


were hesitant to talk to a female 
agent during her training in 
David City, "but they don't care 
if I'm a woman or a man as long 
as I have their answer. 


"It's probably difficult for 


people in the county to come in 
and grasp the idea that I can't 
answer questions about home 
economics." 


As far as she can determine, 


Miss Bourn was the first woman 
to apply for an agricultural agent 
post. 


Neva- Discriminated 


"I don't know if there will be 


another woman agent," she said, 
"The Extension Service has 
never been discriminating to me. 


"A lot of times women go out 


and cry for equal rights, but they 
don't prepare themselves to 
accept equal responsibilities or 
expect to perform equally." 


Farming is the biggest 


business in the U.S. today, Miss 
Bourn says, and she is ready to 
become a part of it.

Hedging was the magic word 
at the Nebraska bankers conven­ 
tion in Lincoln M(mday nKxning. 
Bankers appeared to be eager 
to learn all they could about 
taking the risk out of investing in 
livestodL loans. 
A hedge is a promise of 
delivery of a specific lot (rf cattle 
(40,000 lbs.) at a set price wi a 
specific date. The pers(»i who 
makes the promise has the qp- 
tion <rf other delivoing the cat­ 
tle as promised or of buying back 
the promise. 
Major cattle feeders are ap­ 
parently using in increasing 
numbers this risk-reducing 


method of feeding cattle. 
Max Feldman oi Dean \^itter 
and Co., a New York broker, 
told the bankers that “nearly 
100% of the major cattle feeding 
operations hedge on a declining 
market; at least 50% hedge all 
the time. It depends on the 
direction of the market.”

Walter Hackney of Spencer 
Foods, a meat packing company 
at Schuyler, described his finn’s 
eff(Mls with cattlemen who feed 
200 or more head.

“This creates real problems in 
meeting a fat cattle contract 
purchased on the basis of the 
feeder cattle contract.

Fullerton — Phyllis Bourn 
doesn’t look at herself as the 
first female agricultural county 
extension agent in Nebraska. 
She is a person who worked 
and studied diligently to prepare 
herself for a job in which her 
goal “is to help at least one per­ 
son.” 
As second county agent in 
Boone and Nance Counties, Miss 
Bourn will have most of the 
responsibility for extension 
youth pr(^ams in the two coun­ 
ties. 
“I started out in pre-vet worii, 
but found I was more concerned 
about personal relations and in 
developing people,” she said. 


Dry Weather, Frost

Dry weather and light frost in 
some parts of Nebraska have 
hastened the maturity of fall 
crops over the state, according 
to the State-Federal Division of 
Agricultural Statistics.

for silage continues to make 
good prc^ess. 
Sorghum harvest is well under 
way in the central, east central, 
south central and southeast dis­ 
tricts, the report disclosed. 
Statewide, nearly 15% of the 
crop has been harvested, well 
above the normal rate. 
Over 65% of the winter wheat 
crop has been seeded, with 
farmers in some areas waiting 
fcx- additional moisture before 
seeding. 
More than 20% of the soybean 
crop has matured, the report 
said, with limited harvesting 
starting in a few areas. 
About 20% of the fourth cut­ 
ting of alfalfa hay is finished 
with growth slowed in many 
areas.

Masters D^ree 
Miss Bourn, 25, was active in 
student groups at the University 
of Nebraska College of 
Agriculture and president of the 
East Campus Union. She 
graduated in May with a master 
of science degree in reproduc­ 
tive physiology in swine. 
But of at least equal value to 
Miss Bourn during her college 
days was her work with the 
Cadettes, a Girl Scout troup 
sponsored by Sacred Heart 
Church in Lincoln. 
“I worked with the junior high 
girls for two years, first as an 
assistant leader and then as their 
leader,” she said. “It was one of 
the most challenging things I 
have done.” 
Staying With Youth 
The Overton native consid^ed 
a job with the Peace Corps in the 
Philippines, but chose the 
Extension Service as a way to 
continue her work with youth. 
As an agent in training at 
David City, Miss Bourn began to 
try some of the new approaches 
to 4-H and Rural Youth she 
hopes to continue in her new 
job. 
“ We tried a real exciting 
course in motorcycle riding and 
safety for youth,” she said. “It 
was real rewarding to watch 
something like this work.” 
Miss Bourn sees short, special 
interest courses like kite flying, 
bicycle clubs, roller skating or 
pottery as a way of maintaining 
interest in Extension youth 
groups. 


The veteran of 11 years of 4-H 
also thinks greater emphasis 
should be placed on career 
training for large scale animal 
productivity and perhafw less on 
show techniques. 
‘Carried Away’ 
“I really enjoy animal show 
work, but sometimes we get 
carried away,” she said. 
“Sometimes we lose the concept 
and see only the purple ribbon 
and forget we’re trying to teach 
economic productivity.” 
Special interest projects offer 
greater latitude to youth 
programs, according to Miss 
Bourn, and in some cases the old 
method of extensive record 
keeping and long-term projects 
can turn youth off. 
“Schools dominate so much of 
all these kids time that it is hard 
for them to find time to be a kid 
anymore,” she says. 
Answering Questions 
Although she hopes to spend 
much of her time working with 
youth, Miss Bourn will be 
responsible for answering 
agricultural questions, primarily 
out of the Fullerton office. 
“If they need an immediate 
answer, I’ll be here,” she said. 
“But otherwise for long-term 
questions, the first agent in Al­ 
bion will usually be involved.” 
Miss Bourn said some farmers 
were hesitant to talk to a female 
agent during ha* training 
David City, “but they don’t care 
if I’m a woman c»- a man as long 
as I have their answer. 
“It’s probably difficult for 
people in the county to come in 
and grasp the idea that I can’t 
answer questions about home 
economics.” 
As far as she can determine 
Miss Bourn was the first woman 
to apply for an agricultural agent 


Never Discrinilnated 
“ I (ton’t know if tho-e will be 
another woman agent,” she said, 
“ The Extension Service has 
never been discnminating to me. 
“A lot of times women go out 
and cry for equal rights, but they 
don’t prepare themselves to 
accept equal responsibilities or 
expert to perfwrn equally.” 
Farming is the biggest 
busii^ in the U.S. today, Miss 
Bourn says, and she is re^y to 
become a part of it.

Wayne State football coach 


Del Stoltenberg was wondering 
how Midland could take a 18-6 
lead from the Wildcats, with just 
minutes left to play. 


"After our first two games, in

"He 
doesn't break for the 20 or 30 
yard gain, but he gets three or 
four yards everytime," said 
Stoltenberg of Moeller who has a 
103-yard per game average.

"That was the first time 
we had the same quarterback in 
for the whole game in the past 
three years," said Stoltenberg.

Ford said.

"They really made us work there," Fort 


said. "They had tough practices and really put 
us through a lot of drills. Those practices were 
every bit as tough as the ones here (under 
Nebraska coach Joe Cipriano)."

coach of the Washington Bullets and Portland 
coach Lenny Wilkens. 


"I tried to evaluate what my strengths and 


weaknesses were against those players," he 
said. "That kept me busy playing against that 
top competition. I just tried to work as hard as I 
could. It would have been nice to make the top 
15, but I learned a lot from playing there for a 
week." 


Fort, however, explained that he has not 


had any formal contact with any professional 
team — either in the National or American 
Basketball Associations. 


"I'd really like to give pro ball a chance, but 


I haven't had any direct contact with any pro 
teams. We'll just have to wait and see what 
happens." 


Help Huskers 


The immediate goal is helping Nebraska 


improve upon its 14-12 overall and 7-7 Big Eight 
record of last season. 


A senior, Fort is expected to again be the 


Huskers' leading scorer and, in the process, be 
the first Big Eight player to lead one team in 
scoring for four years. 


A member of last year's all-Big Eight team, 


Fort averaged 20.2 points-per-game and set a 
Nebraska record with a 40-point outburst 
against Missouri. 


"I'm looking forward to my last year here," 


said the Chicago native who spent the summer 
working in Lincoln. "I've already started get- 
ting into the best shape I can. 


"Since official practice doesn't start until 


Oct. 15, most guys are working out on their 
own," he explained. "I've been running two 
miles a day. lifting weights and then practicing 
shooting baskets for an hour or an hour and a 
half." 


Balanced Game 


Fort, nevertheless, isn't all that concerned 


about scoring in impressive figures. 


"I just try to play a balanced game with 


overall good play, not just score a lot of points," 
he said. "With our team, playing together is the 
most important thing we have to do. 


"We don't have a power team. We have to

opener and falling to Arizona 
State 33-10 last Saturday night. 


As a result of the combination 


of Wake Forest's victory over 
North Carolina State 30-22 one 
day after TCU fell to Texas- 
Arlington, the Horned Frogs 
vaulted into the No. 1 spot in the 
"Bottom Ten" ratings. Wake 
Forest fell to the llth spot. 


"Bottom Ten" is a syndicated 


feature written by Steve Harvey 
and distributed by Universal 
Press Syndicate. 


Texas Christian undoubtedly 


preserved its top spot in the loss 
to Arizona State, although No. 2 
Oregon figures to be close on the 
basis of a 5-0 loss to San Jose 
State on the heels of a 62-7 
beating at Oklahoma. 


In the opener, the Frogs were 


held to minus two yards rushing 
and the passing game, rated the 
team's strength, looked inept 
with 12 completions in 33 
attempts, with five of them in- 
tercepted. 


There was some improvement 


last Saturday against ASU. The 
Frogs rushed 43 times for 43 net 
yards. They put the ball in the 
air 47 times, hitting on 22 for 242 
yards with no interceptions. 


So, on paper, it looks like an 


opportunity for the Husker 
Blackshirts to pad an already im- 
pressive set of defensive 
statistics. 


But, 
freshman coach Jim 


Ross, speaking at the Extra 
Point Club luncheon at the Elks 
Club, issued a warning. 


"I've never seen a poor foot- 


ball team and I don't think Texas 
Christian is a poor team," Ross, 
who scouted the TCU-ASU 
game, said/ "I don't think 
they're a great team either. 
They're the type of team that if 
we play real good, sound, solid 
football we should win the game. 


"If we let them start throwing 


the ball around and get things 
going it could be a tough after- 
noon. They do throw the ball a 
whole lot. They alternate 
quarterbacks. They have to 
because their arms get so tired," 
Ross quipped. "They are 
dangerous because they can 
throw pretty well" 


The top TCU player is split 


end Mike Renfro, son of former 
Cleveland Browns all-pro wide 
receiver. Young Renfro, a 
sophomore, was recruited by 
Nebraska and Ross says "he's, an 


outstanding football player." He 
caught 21 passes for 362 yards as 
a TCU freshman. 


Defensively, Ross said, TCU 


plays a gambling defense that 
looked a lot like Missouri's 
against Alabama. "They very 
often had 10 men on the line 
with the safety hiding behind the 
umpire," Ross joked. "The 
defense worked real well at 
times." 


"If we fool around, pretty 


soon we could find ourselves in 
trouble because they do have the 
ability to beat a team," Ross 
concluded. 


Coach Tom Osborne, who 


followed Ross to the podium, 
said the defensive play against 
Indiana in a 45-0 rout was 
excellent — better than against 
Louisiana State in the opener. 


"I'm beginning to be op- 


timistic about our defense." 
Osborne said. "Indiana did have 
some good skill people and I 
thought they'd give us a good 
game, but we held them to 97 
yards in total offense. You 
always worry that a veer team 
will control the football, but 
other than one drive when they 
ran five or six minutes off the 
clock they didn't move the foot- 
ball." 


Osborne mentioned the out- 


standing play again of tackle 
Mike Fultz, middle guard John 
Lee and end Bob Martin He also 
said he was pleased with the 
work of Ray Phillips, who 
"played like a veteran" in his 
first Husker start He's 6-4, 220 
and has 4.7 speed in the 40-yard 
dash. 


"The linebackers played quite 


well," he said "They're still

held a fine passing team to just 
28 yards and came up with two 
key interceptions."

Savings Institutions 
Difficult to Compare 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — Under current 


banking practices, it is next to 
impossible to discover which 
savings institution will pay you 
the most for your money. 


It's not enough to know the 


passbook savings rate — 
although that's a key factor. Nor 
is it enough to know how often 
your interest is compounded. 
Several years ago, a graduate 
student at Kansas State Univer- 
sity found that banks offering 
the same interest rate, and com- 
pounding at the same frequency, 
could vary as much as 171% in 
the amount of interest paid on a 
sample account. 


This situation still holds true. 


There are more than 50 ways of 
computing interest now in use in 
the banking community. 


But you could easily choose 


among them if Congress would 
get moving on the truth-in- 
savings bill that's been lying 
around the hearing rooms for 
three years. 


It requires savings institutions 


to tell consumers the true in- 
terest rate they're getting on

their money, and how that rate 
is applied. It insists that banks 
disclose, in lucid language, all 
the little ways in which interest 
might be lost. 


And finally, it sets better dis- 


closure standards for adver- 
tising. A recent study headed by 
Professor Richard L. D. Morse 
of Kansas State University found 
that 77% of savings-institution 
advertising failed to disclose the 
true annual yield on savings, and 
81 % failed to reveal what por- 
tion of your savings actually earn 
interest. 


Lacking such a bill, here are 


some guidelines that will at least 
get you close to the top interest 
available: 


1. The passbook rate is the 


easiest thing to check. "You're 
usually throwing away money 
when you save at a commercial 
bank at 57o rather than a savings 
bank or savings and loan at 5V4, 
or a credit union at 6%. Possible 
exceptions: If your savings enti- 
tle you to a free checking ac- 
count at the commercial bank, 
you might save more on checks 
than you lose on interest. 


2. The more often interest is 


compounded, the more money 
you make. Daily compounding 
pays more than quarterly, which 
pays more than semi-annually. 
(Continuous compounding pays 
more than daily, but only pen- 
nies more.) 


3. Ask the bank for the "an- 


nual percentage yield" (APY) on 
your savings. APY gives you the 
actual number of dollars per 
$100 your money will earn if left 
on deposit for a year. It encom- 
passes not only the passbook 
rate and frequency of compoun- 
ding, but also technical details 
like how many days the bank 
counts in a year. Some banks use 
360 days, others 365. For reasons 
that only an actuary would 
believe, the first is more 
favorable. 


The APY is the best number 


to use when comparing one 
savings institution against 
another. In general the higher 
the APY the better the deal.

4. A key thing to check, in ad- 


dition to APY, is how much of 
your money actually earns in- 
terest. You might think that 
every dollar there is hard at 
work, but that is true only where 
interest is paid from day of 
deposit to day of withdrawal. 
Under other methods of calcula- 
tion, part of your money won't 
be earning anything. 


For example, many banks pay 


interest only on the "lowest 
balance" you have in the ac- 
count. That means that if you 
started out the quarter with 
$500, drew it down to $100, then 
built it up to $500 again, interest 
would be paid as if you had kept 
only $100 in the account for the 
entire period. Another method 
unfavorable to a person with an 
active account is FIFO ("first in, 
first out"), which tends to 
deprive you of interest earned on 
deposits made early in the 
quarter. 


The best you can do is interest 


paid from day of deposit to day 
of withdrawal (not be confused 
with the less favorable "day of 
deposit to end of interest 
period," a confusing phrase used 
by some banks. The next most 
favorable is generally LIFO 
("last in, 'first out"). 


5. Penalties and bonuses can 


substantially affect your rate of 
interest. A bank might charge a 
fee if you make too many 
withdrawals, or pay a bonus for 
leaving your account untouched. 
There may be "dead days" at 
the end of the quarter when no 
interest is paid; or "grace days" 
at the start, which count 
deposits made within the first 10 
days as if they were in on the 
first. Some institutions pay no 
interest at all on deposits 
withdrawn before a certain date. 


When you ask about these 


details, you may find that not 
even the employes of the bank, 
S&L or credit union know exact- 
ly how their institution figures 
interest. Some places disclose 
some of this information on the 
form you sign when you open 
your account, but many others 
tell you nothing. 


A final point: when the bank 


makes a mistake, you'll probably 
never be able to find it — 
because to calculate what your 
interest should have been, you 
need something called the 
"periodic percentage rate," plus 
instructions on how to use it. 
The truth-in-savings bill would 
straighten out this problem, too 
— if Congress would just get 
around to passing it.

The department said the suit 


alleges Hays failed to pay 
employes at least time and a half 
for overtime hours and failed to 
keep accurate records of hours 
worked and wages paid as 
required by the Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act. 


The department is seeking an 


injunction against the firm to 
bar future violations and to 
require any back pay which the 
U.S. District Court finds due.

Brokers saw the background 


of economic news as largely 
positive. 


There was continuing en- 


thusiasm, for example, over the 
Labor Department report Fri- 
day that the rise of its consumer 
price index slowed to a 2.4 per 
cent annual rate in August, com- 
pared with 14.4 per cent the 
month before. 


At midafternoon the govern- 


ment listed a .3 per cent rise in 
durable goods orders last month. 
The increase, although smaller 
than July's 4.9 per cent jump, 
brought the level of orders to its 
highest point since last 
November. 


There was also a Conference 


Board survey showing a pickup 
in optimism among consumers.

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Omaha (UPI) — A Douglas County dis- 


trict judge lifted his injunction against 
Omaha's Big Green lottery Monday, thus 
permitting Nebraska's first such operation 
to go into business Tuesday. 


District Judge John Murphy ruled on a 


suit brought by Omaha attorney Martin 
Cannon against the City of Omaha and City 
Betterment Corp., formed solely for the 
lottery operation. 


On Aug. 8, Murphy issued a bench in- 


junction against the defendants, conten- 
ding if the City of Omaha participated in 
the lottery such a move would be illegal 
The judge further stated none of the lottery 
profits should be used to pay "promoters." 


The Omaha City Council then backed out 


of the lottery, abolishing the resolution en- 
dorsing it along with the ordinances 
regulating lottery operations. 


"It seems to the court that the City of 


Omaha has severed itself from operations 
of the lottery," Murphy said in his ruling 
Monday, "and this court has no authority 
to restrain the independent operation of 
the lottery by the City Betterment Corp." 


Murphy cautioned, however, his ruling 


was outside the realm of deciding the 


"illegality or the legality" of the lottery 
operation itself, but that the proceedings of 
his court would stand, at present, as prece- 
dent in the issue. 


The Nebraska attorney general's office 


has issued an opinion questioning the con- 
stitutionality of certain lottery provisions, 
including the using of lottery proceeds to 
pay commissions to ticket sellers and banks 
as well as interest on loans. 


Cannon, along with his co-defense 


counsel, J. Michael Fitzgerald, Monday 
sought to prove the lottery was the same 
operation as it was when Murphy handed 
down his original injunction. 


At one point late in the nearly three hour 


' hearing, Cannon took the stand, contending 
City Attorney Herbert Fitle hadn't 
responded to Cannon's request Friday that 
Fitle go into court to question the lottery's 
constitutionality. 


Fitle, defending the City of Omaha, 


asked Cannon if he thought the state at- 
torney general wouldn't enforce the laws 
pertaining to the lottery. Cannon 
responded that it was usually up to the city 
attorney and county attorney to enforce the 
ordinances of their respective jurisdictions. 


Afterwards, Cannon said he would 


probably file a motion for a new trial on 
Murphy's ruling "just to keep this thing 
going, but I think the judge probably was 
within the range of his discretion" in 
issuing the ruling, 


In his ruling, Murphy mentioned "a 


number of political questions" surrounding 
the lottery, but "none of which this court 
feels are material to this determination." 


Under questioning by Fitzgerald, Cannon 


contended Fitle advised the City Council to 
rescind the lottery resolution and or- 
dinances because that was the only way to 
get the lottery into operation. 


When questioned on the issue by Fitle, 


Omaha City Councilman John Miller, an at- 
torney, said "you never made any such 
statement to me, and I don't recall you 
using that terminology with someone else 
when I was present." 


Miller and Councilman Steve Rosenblatt, 


who also testified for the city, said Fitle 
used words such as "divorce" and "wipe 
that slate dean" when referring to the 
city's separation from the lottery. 


Both couneilmen said a committee was 


working on establishing new lottery or- 
dinances, but had yet to finalize any.

NAPE: State's Wage 
Survey ^Questionable' 


In The Record Book 


An official with the Nebraska 


Association of Public Employes 
(NAPE) has called the State Per- 
sonnel Department's wage sur- 
vey conclusions "questionable" 
in light of independent data. 


As mandated by state law, 


State Personnel Director Roy 
Gardner compared the state's 
pay scale with wages paid by 
private industry, local 
governments and other states. 


Gardner, in a report to Gov. J. 


James Exon, said, "Our salary 
survey indicates that the hiring 
rate, minimum permanent rate 
and maximum rate of all salary 
grades authorized for July 1, 
1975, will not have to be changed 
for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1976." 


Gardner also recommended a 


5% raise for all state employes 
beginning July 1, 1976. 


Roger Schulz. NAPE 


executive secretary, said in a 
NAPE newsletter that federal 
statistics and Gardner's survey 
indicate there is a gross dis- 
crepancy in wages paid state 
employes and those paid others.

Hruska Asks 
Omaha Freed 
Of FCC Rule 


Washington (AP) — U.S. Sen. 


Roman Hruska has asked the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission to suspend its fairness 
doctrine restrictions on radio 
stations in the Omaha area. 


Hruska's request follows a 


proposal made by FCC Chair- 
man Richard Wiley that fairness 
doctrine rules be eliminated in 
certain radio markets. 


The fairness doctrine requires 


that in a broadcaster's overall 
programming, opportunity be 
provided for contrasting views 
on issues of public importance. 


Hruska introduced a bill in the

of Labor, which is a non-biased 
agency that is not under the 
governor of Nebraska," Schulz 
said. 


The state survey shows the 


state employe is paid on the 
average 33^ less than public and 
private workers in Omaha, 9.9% 
behind workers in Lincoln and 
23 
r~o behind employes elsewhere 


in the state. 


"The overall chart shows the 


state employes are considerably 
behind the public and private 
sector employes in this state," 
Schulz said.

Transport 
Plan Work 
To Continue 


Work on the transportation 


portion of the city-county Com- 
prehensive Plan will go on, 
despite the tentative nature of 
new transportation guidelines. 


The Technical Committee, 


composed of state, federal and 
local transportation experts, 
agreed to look at the new 
transportation policies which 
came out of a two-day energy 
workshop. 


A subcommittee will see how 


these new policies affect 
previous work the Technical 
Committee has done on the 
transportation system for the 
city and county. 


The transportation systems 


will show which roads will be 
major traffic carriers by the year 
2000. 


The Technical Committee also 


came up with an answer of sorts 
on the widening of Fremont St. 
Faced with an Oct. 1 deadline, 
the committee made recommen- 
dations on the number of lanes 
needed to carry traffic along 
Freemont St., but did not 
recommend road or lane widths. 


The lane recommendations 


varied from a residential street 
(which is normally 26 feet wide) 
to four lanes of traffic if Fre- 
mont is to be continued on Lin- 
coln's arterial system. 


The final decision on Fremont 


lies with the City Council, 
though the proposed street 
widening will go through 
another committee and a public 
bearing process.

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^Big Green'Gets Green Light 
Deaths 


Omaha (UPI) — A Douglas County dis­ 
trict judge lifted his injunction against 
Omaha’s Big Green lottery Monday, thus 
permitting Nebraska’s first such operation 
to go into business Tuesday. 


District Judge John Murphy ruled on a 
suit brought by Omaha attorney Martin 
Cannon against the City of Omaha and City 
Betterment Corp., formed solely for the 
lottery operation. 
On Aug. 8. Murphy issued a bench in­ 
junction against die defendants, conten­ 
ding if the City of Omaha participated in 
the lottery such a move would be illegal. 
The judge further stated none of the lottery 
profits should be used to pay “promoters.” 
The Omaha City Council then backed out 
of the lottery, abolishing the resolution en­ 
dorsing it along with the ordinances 
regulating lottery operations. 


“It seems to the court that the City of 
Omaha has severed itself from operations 
of the lottery,” Murphy said in his ruling 
Monday, “and this court has no authority 
to restrain the independent operation of 
the lottery by the City Betterment Corp.” 
Murphy cautioned, however, his ruling 
was outside the realm of deciding the 


“illegality or the legality” of the lottery 
operation itself, but that the proceedings of 
his court would stand, at present, as prece­ 
dent in the issue. 
The Nebraska attorney general’s office 
has issued an opinion questioning the con­ 
stitutionality of certain lottery provisions, 
including the using of lottery proceeds to 
pay commissions to ticket sellers and banks 
as well as intere.st on loans. 
Cannon, along with his co-defense 
counsel, J. Michael Fitzgerald, Monday 
sought to prove the lottery was the same 
operation as it was when Murphy handed 
down his original injunction. 
At one point late in the nearly three hour 
'hearing, Cannon took the stand, contending 
City Attorney Herbert Fitle hadn’t 
responded to Cannon’s request Friday that 
Fitle go into court to question the lottery’s 
constitutionality. 
Fitle, defending the City of Omaha, 
asked Cannon if he thought the state at­ 
torney general wouldn’t enforce the laws 
pertaining to the lottery. Cannon 
responded that it was usually up to the city 
attorney and county attorney to enforce the 
ordinances of their respective jurisdictions. 
Afterwards, Cannon said he would 


probably file a motion for a new trial on 
Murphy’s ruling “just to keep this thing 
going, but I think the judge probably was 
within the range of his discretion” in 
issuing the ruling. 


In his ruling, Murphy mentioned “a 
number of political questions” surrounding 
the lottery, but “none of which this court 
feels are material to this determination.” 
Under questioning by Fitzgerald, Cannon 
contended Fitle advised the City Council to 
rescind the lottery resolution and or­ 
dinances because that was the only way to 
get the lottery into operation. 


When questioned on the issue by Fitle, 
Omaha City Councilman John Miller, an at­ 
torney, said “you never made any such 
statement to me, and I don’t recall you 
using that terminology with someone else 
when I was present.” 
Miller and Councilman Steve Rosenblatt, 
who also testified for the city, said Fitle 
used words such as “divorce” and “wipe 
that slate clean” when referring to the 
city’s separation from the lottery. 
Both councUmen said a committee was 
working on establishing new lottery or­ 
dinances, but had yet to finalize any. 
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NAPE: State's Wage 
Survey 'Questionable' 
In The Record Book 


An official with the Nebraska 
Association of Public Employes 
(NAPE) has called the State Per­ 
sonnel Department’s wage sur­ 
vey conclusions “questionable” 
in light of independent data. 
As mandated by state law. 
State Personnel Director Roy 
Gardner compared the state’s 
pay scale with wages paid by 
private industry, local 
governments and other states. 
Gardner, in a report to Gov. J. 
James Elxon, said, “Our salary 
survey indicates that the hiring 
rate, minimum permanent rate 
and maximum rate of all salary 
grades authorized for July 1, 
1975, will not have to be changed 
for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1976.” 
Gardner also recommended a 
5% raise for all state employes 
beginning July 1, 1976. 
Roger Schulz,

executive secretary, said in a 
NAPE newsletter that federal 
statistics and Gardner’s survey 
indicate there is a gross dis­ 
crepancy in wages paid state 
employes and those paid others.

Hruska Asks 
Omaha Freed 
Of FCC Rule 


Washington (AP) — U.S. Sen. 
Roman Hruska has asked the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission to suspend its fairness 
doctrine restrictions on radio 
stations in the Omaha area. 
Hruska’s request follows a 
proposal made by FCC Chair­ 
man Richard Wiley that fairness 
doctrine rules be eliminated in 
certain radio markets. 
The fairness doctrine requires 
that in a broadcaster’s overall 
programming, opportunity be 
provided for contrasting views 
on issues of public importance. 
Hruska introduced a bill in the 
Senate earlier this year to 
abolish the fairness doctrine and 
other laws and administrative 
rules “that deny the broadcast 
media First Amendment rights 
of the freedom of the press.” * 
Hruska said Omaha should be 
included in the suspension 
experiment because it “always 
has had a very healthy competi­ 
tion among radio stations.” 
He said the Omaha-Council 
Bluffs area has 16 radio stations 
for a population of about 420,- 
000. 


as such to the Legislature,”

Schulz said NAPE compared 
the survey figures listed for 
other states and their actual pay 
plans and found in some in­ 
stances other states’ salaries 
were understated. One such case 
involved a Colorado highway 
maintenance man’s salary which 
Gardner listed as $469 per 
month. Schulz said the Colorado 
pay plan indicates this employe 
would earn $727 per month. 
“Just a few of these mistakes 
could cause considerable 
hesitancy on the part of NAPE 
to accept this wage survey as an 
honest wage survey and would 
force us to rely more on the sur­ 
vey reported by the Department 
of Labor, which is a non-biased 
agency that is not under the 
governor of Nebraska,” Schulz 
said. 
The state survey shows the 
state employe is paid on the 
average 33% less than public and 
private workers m Omaha, 9.9% 
behind workers in Lincoln and 
23% behind employes elsewhere 
in the state. 
“The overall chart shows the 
state employes are considerably 
behind the public and private 
sector employes in this state,” 
Schulz said.

Transport 
plan Work 
To Continue 
Work on the transportation 
portion of the city-county Com­ 
prehensive Plan will go on, 
despite the tentative nature of 
new transportation guidelines. 
The Technical Committee, 
composed of state, federal and 
local transportation experts, 
agreed to look at the new 
transportation policies which 
came out of a two-day energy 
workshop. 
A subcommittee will see how 
these new policies affect 
previous work the Technical 
Committee has done on the 
transportation system for the 
city and county. 
The transportation systems 
will show which roads will be 
major traffic carriers by the year 
2000. 
The Technical Committee also 
came up with an answer of sorts 
on the widening of Fremont St. 
Faced with an Oct. 1 deadline, 
the committee made recommen­ 
dations on the number of lanes 
needed to carry traffic along 
Freemont St., but did not 
recommend road or lane widths. 
The lane recommendations 
varied from a residential street 
(which is normally 26 feet wide) 
to four lanes of traffic if Fre­ 
mont is to be continued on Lin­ 
coln's arterial system. 
The final decision on Fremont 
lies with the City Council, 
though the proposed street 
widening w ill go through 
another committee and a public 
hearing process.

Kearney State Forms 
Energy Saving Group 


Kearney (UPI) — An energy task fwce has been 
formed on the Kearney State College campus and 
preliminary recommendations released Monday on how to 
conserve energy include one to move the summer break to 
January. 


Dr. Floyd Krubeck, dean of the school of business and 
technology, is in charge of the task force. He said the group 
is working on both long and short range plans to combat the 
problem of ever increasing costs of decreasing energy 
supphes.

Steps like lowering temperatures in classrooms and 
dormitories are expected as well as a request for persons to 
turn off lights when not in use. 
However, Krubeck said, other preliminary recommen­ 
dations go a little further than that. 
In addition to moving the long semester break from 
June to January, other preliminary recommendation of 
going to a four-day school week.
